September 20", 2016

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, September 20", 2016, with Tom Broeker, Bob Beck and Jim Cary present.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.
Changes to tentative agenda: Item 6C was deleted

Meet with Department Heads: the County Auditor announced that new employment regulations posters
were available for department heads to pick up at her office. Elections Coordinator Terri Johnson reported that
2,182 requests for absentee ballots have been received including 22 from military and private citizens residing
overseas. Residents of Precinct 1 / Tama Township will be voting at Burlington Golf Club beginning with the
General Election. Johnson is still looking for some poll workers, specifically Democrats in Pleasant Grove /
Washington and Republicans who are available to work in the south side of Burlington. County Engineer Brian
Carter reported that crews are finished with pinching gravel roads and now are replacing a bridge deck on
Mediapolis Road. Madison Avenue is getting asphalt today and that road should be open in several days. The
contractor working on North Gear should finish pouring concrete today but shoulder work remains to be done.
Much of the work being completed this summer is due to increased funding from gas tax. Conservation Director
Chris Lee attended the annual Conservation Association Summer Conference at Webster County last week. County
Attorney Amy Beavers reported that she was asked to be a celebrity judge for a salsa competition at Sunnybrook
Home Care.

During public input session #1, Beavers spoke to the Supervisors about an anonymous letter regarding one
of her employees that she had learned was sent to various county and city offices throughout the city. She denied
the statements made in the letter and said that it should be given no credence as it was anonymous.

Accounts Payable Claims in the amount of $822,199.55 were approved upon motion by Cary and second
by Beck.

Brian Carter presented contract documents for a PCC patching project on Bridgeport Road. He stated that
Hymbaugh Construction of Creston, lowa, was the low bidder in the amount of $179,243.60. This will be a month
long project that will require closing one lane to traffic while crews are working. Beck moved to approve the
contract. Cary seconded.

City / County Safety Director Angie Vaughan presented the Joint Safety Committee annual report for fiscal
year 2016. The report is on file in the County Auditor’s office.

Director of the Domestic Violence Intervention Program, Kristie Doser, spoke about that program and
answered questions from the Supervisors and county employees. Broeker read a Proclamation declaring October
2016 as Domestic Violence Awareness Month. Motion to approve was made by Cary and seconded by Beck.

Two fireworks permits for Thie Farm Inc. Stockholders were approved upon motion by Beck and second
by Cary.

A Years of Service Award was presented to County Auditor Carol Copeland for 50 years of county
employment. She has been County Auditor for the past 16 years and will be retiring at the end of the year.

The following personnel actions were approved: at the County Assessor’s office, Andrea Bowen has been
hired as part time temporary clerk. She will be paid $15.00 per hour. At County Conservation, Conservation
Technician Tanner Grimm was promoted to full time. He will be paid $35,174 per year.

Future agenda items: a contract between Harmony Bible Church and DHS for space at the former Tom’s
Market.

Committee reports: Beck attended a Public Health Board meeting. Cary attended meetings of RUSS and
the Eighth Judicial District. Broeker attended a Regional Mental Health Board meeting.

During public session #2, Michael Cecil, Burlington, thanked the staff from Domestic Violence for their
efforts in helping families affected by violence. He stated that he taught for 35 years and saw firsthand the effects of
domestic strife on children.

Meeting was adjourned at 10:12 AM.
